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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to applicants amendment filed on January 17, 2005. 
The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. Claims 1-6, and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regard to claims 1,3, and 15, the language "each said sidewall structure including the 
exterior sidewall and the upright fixed thereto being an integral, monolithic, one-piece structure 
formed form a single flat metal sheet" (claim 1, lines 30-33; and claim 3, line 5; claim 15, lines 
25-28) is confusing whether applicant intents to claim the sidewall and the uprights being an 
integral, or monolithic, or a one-piece structure ? And is not clear whether the sidewall being 
or the sidewall including uprights being "formed from a single flat metal sheet"? However, if 
the uprights "fixed" to the sidewall, then they are an integral structure but not a "one-piece" 
structure. The term "integral" and "one-piece" are inconsistent each other. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. Claims 1-6, 15, and 20-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Liebertz (US Patent No. 5,775,786). 

Liebertz shows and discloses an upright multiple-drawer storage cabinet (11), 
comprising: an upright hollow housing (1 1) having a U-shaped upright wall arrangement 
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including right and left upright side walls (12, 13) spaced by a top wall (15), a bottom base (16), 
an upright rear wall (14), the housing defining an interior chamber and a front side of the 
housing defining an access opening for accessing the interior chamber, front and rear vertically 
elongate and parallel uprights (33, 34) fixed to an inside surface of each sidewall, each upright 
(33, 34) being a channel-shaped member with a plurality of vertically-spaced openings (94) 
formed thereon, a plurality of horizontally movable drawer units (25) posited within the interior 
chamber, each drawer unit (25) having a pair of horizontally elongated slide units (28) fixed on 
opposite sides of the drawer unit, each of the slide unit having a rail structure (28) provided with 
flanges (71, 74) to engage in the openings respectively, the sidewall and the rear wall structures 
each being a one-piece a single unit formed from a flat metal sheet by roll-formed process, and a 
front side of the sidewall having a bend portion (17). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3 . Claims 7- 1 4, and 16-19 are allowed.
